Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As per claims 19: the claims are directed to an internal and external displays 
provided in/on one of the housings (the first housing in this case) of a portable terminal 
having a first and second housings that are foldable or that can be in a closed state and 
open state. The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest disposing a main 
display unit in an outside surface of the first housing which is opposite to an inside 
surface of said first housing that faces the second housing in a closed state and wherein 
a non-input screen of an item to be displayed on the main display unit in the closed 
state is changed to an input screen in the open state corresponding to said item, as 
recited in the claims, particularly claims 1 , 5, 8-9, 11, 13, 15-17 and 1 8, and further 
argued by applicant.
